Wetaskiwin, Alta., in oxtending fra- 
ternal greosings from his proviace this 
morning. 

At once like a thunderclap out of a 
summer. sky vociferous and prolonged 


applause burst forth indicating the 
celing which surcharges the conven- 
tion on th2 question of cc. pDulsory ed- 
ucation for Manitoha a subject which 
till that moment had not been broach- 
ed, 

Proceeding, after the outburst of ap 
proval had subsided, Mr. Fowler said: 
“We have an cflictint truancy act cov- 
ring the whole pnovince. We have 
public and separate schools. The sams 
course of studies, the same inspectors 
and the sam3text books are us: for 
(ach class of schools.’’ 

These statements, following imme-- 
diately after, likewise brought forth 
a goodly mweed of ,pprobative applau- 
se, for there is a decided scatiment in 
the convention in favor of g standard 
tixed curticulum for all schools, with 
modification only to suit different 
Classes oF grades of schools. 

Mr. Fowler is well Enown in Winni- 
peg. Heis alifelong Consoer\ative.. 
He sat for eight years on the Winni- 
peg echool board. He was prominsaot 
infighting for national sonce a, in Ma 
uitoba. 

Compulsory education in Miberea: 
said Mr. Fowler, heAljproved invatu-- 
nble in a most vital connection.. It 


‘had enabled them to grapple with and

solve th2 problem of the foreign school 
Previous to the pasving of-the mea- 
sure a large number of these — schoola 
had been operated. No controi could 
be exercised over them. They taught 
their religion and their native toague 
and they were woefally deficient in 
those qualifications for teaching which 
Anglo-Saxors regard as vital to the 
Stability of their institutions, 

Since the measure had’ come into 
operation the number of standard 
school. districts in the Ruthenian di 8- 
tricts of ‘Alberta, had been very la ee 
ly increased, and now they numbered 
ninety. 

Nr. Fowler continued : 

“Many schools have been built and 
in addition a housefor the teacher 
has been erectedion the school grounds 
where only Rutheninan ratepayers are 
The houses are supplied with stove. 
coo. ing utensils’and bed, The insp-- 
ector’s repost for 1912 says: A. few 
graduates of these schools gre already 
making promising starts in life. So- 
mé are employed as clerks and inter—- 
preters in Jocal stores. A few have 
becom: merchants. Already three have 
attended Albert, college in Edmonton 
and one of these intends taking a un- 
iversity course, while another Passed 
the oxamination entitling her to at- 
tend the Provincial Normal school 
During 1918 some trouble was experi- 
enced through inefficient. Ruthenian 
teachers coming to the province. Sev- 
eral of these teachers wera engaged by 
the Ruthenian school boards. The 
departmont of educaticn took the mat 
ter up energetically and the trouble 
has been settled by the boards accept 
‘ing English-speaking teachers. 


“With 8 many natfonalities repre-: | 


sented in Alberta it is a matter of 
satisfaction that we have had £0 
little trouble along this Tine. 

For every teaching day in the prov- 
ince of Albert, during the last  cigitt 
years a school district has been org: 
anized, says Mr. Fowler. In 1906 the 
ré were 602 school districts. Now the 
re are 8,246. Alberta employed 2,984 
teachers last. year- and to supply its. 
needs 483 were taken to Alberta from 
every province in Canada, from the 
Biitish Isles and from tly United Sta- 


tes.
